Madam  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1957.  The  Report  presents  in  a concise  and  useful 
manner  a guide  to  the  various  health  services  provided  in 
the  Urban  District,  It  is  said  that  the  ’’health  services 
seek  to  do  more  than  merely  prolong  life  and  postpone  death: 
the  new  aspect  of  public  health  is  not  merely  to  deal  with 
insanitary  conditions  or  control  infectious  disease,  but  to 
promote  the  positive  health  of  the  people,”  It  is  the  task 
of  everyone  in  the  health  services  to  co-operate  to  over- 
come disease,  lessen  pain  and  suffering,  and  raise  the  health 
of  the  people. 

Vital  Statistics:  The  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Urban 

District  show  an  increase  in  the 
population  (as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar-General)  of  some  330  people.  An  increase  in  the 
Birth  Rate  is  shown  - 14.34  as  compared  with  12.95  in  1956, 

The  Death  Rate  increased  slightly  from  8.87  in  1956  to 
9,17  in  1957:  by  referring  to  the  table  on  page  17  it  will 
be  noted  that  approximately  76^  of  the  deaths  were  in  the 
65  to  100  years*  group;  and  by  reference  to  the  table  on 
page  16,  the  main  cause  of  these  deaths  is  shown  to  be  due 
to  the  Hear-^  Diseases. 

Unfortunately  there  was  an  increase  again  in  the  Death 
Rate  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age  - 7 as  against  4 in 
the  previous  year.  Pour  of  these  were  perinatal  deaths  and 
three  were  of  infants  from  four  weeks  to  one  year. 
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Infectious)  As  regards  the  Incidence  of  infectious 
Diseases;  ) diseases,  the  number  pf  notifications 

received  (521)  was  higher  than  in  1956, 
when  the  number  was  350.  The  Increase 
was  mainly  due  to  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles  (253)  as 
against  the  previous  yearns  figure  of  25;  and  the  number 
of  Whooping  Cougb  cases  (74)  as  against  51.  Unfortunately, 
too,  there  was  an  increase  in  the  figure  for  Poliomyelitis, 
17  as  against  2 in  the  previous  year;  more  detailed  parti- 
culars of  these  cases  will  be  found  in  Section  P.  of  this 
report • 

Of  the  poliomyelitis  cases  14  were  of  the  paralytic 
type  and  three  were  non-paralytic : a table  on  page  74 
shows  the  incidence  of  the  disease  over  the  years,  and 
from  this  we  find  that  the  1957  figure  is  the  hipest  for 
Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter *s  since  the  outbreak  in  1926. 
Fortunately,  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  this  disease  dur- 
ing the  year.  3h  Section  P.  of  this  Report  will  be  found 
a resume  of  the  steps  taken  in  relation  to  vaccination 
against  poliomyelitis,  which  also  Includes  a table  showing 
the  numbers  of  children  resident  in  the  Urban  District  who 
received  a course  of  two  injections  against  Poliomyelitis 
during  the  year  under  review. 

Health  and)  The  Health  Services  provided  in  the  town. 
Social  ) throu^  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 

Services;  ) are  set  out  in  the  Report  in  some  detail 

they  are  available  to  all  the  inhabitant 
and  they  are  adequate . 

Mention  must  again  be  made  of  the  good  work  carried 
out  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  year  by  members  of 
the  staffs  of  the  Health  Services  operated  by  the  County 
Council  and  Hospital  Management  Committees;  with  particu- 
lar reference  to  the  many  and  varied  duties  performed  by 
Doctors,  Health  Visitors,  Midwives,  Home  Nurses,  Welfare 
Officers,  District  Officers,  Domestic  and  Home  Help  Organ- 
izer and  Helpers,  etc.;  the  Hospitals*  Staffs;  and  also 
the  members  of  the  various  voluntary  organizations  in  the 
town  such  as  the  Old  People  *s  Welfare  Committees,  the 
W.V.S.,  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  and  many  others. 
These  workers  do  much  for  the  comfort  and  well-being  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  town  and  their  work  is  greatly  ap- 
preciated. 


Co 
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Then  there  are  those  whose  duties  take  them  to  the 
Schools  - the  School  Doctors,  Nurses,  Educational  Welfare 
Officers,  Teachers  and  Health  Educators,  who  are  all  striv- 
ing to  set  the  rising  generation  on  the  road  to  health. 

Housing;  Houiaing  continued  to  he  one  of  the  chief 

matters  claiming  the  attention  of  the 
Urban  District  Cornell.  In  June  a sec- 
tion of  the  Housing  work  (dealing  with  the  applications  for 
tenancy  of  the  Council *s  houses)  was  transferred  to  the 
Public  Health  Department,  and  this  work  now  falls  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  Council *s  building  programme  ended  3n  1956,  and 
during  1957  no  further  building  was  undertaken.  However, 

115  dwellings  were  erected  by  private  enterprise,  and  a 
further  42  were  under  ccnstinictlon  at  3lst  December,  1957. 

Food;  During  the  year  no  cases  of  food  prison- 

ing were  notified  in  the  Uihan  District, 
and  it  will  be  seen  from  Section  E.  of 
the  Report  that  whilst  no  special  *Clean  Food*  campaign  was 
held,  good  work  in  this  connection  was  carried  out  by  the 
Inspectors « 

The  large  amount  of  litei*ature  on  the  subject  of  food 
pois  onlng  reveals  that  this  serious  problem  is  not  confined 
to  this  country,  but  is  a world  problem.  After  years  of 
research  it  is  now  definitely  established  that  the  preven- 
tion of  food  poisoning  depends  on  sound  personal  and  envir- 
onmental hygiene  - the  cleanliness  and  clean  habits  of  food 
handlers  and  also  the  cleanliness  of  the  premises  where  food 
is  prepared  or  handled  in  any  way.  The  stage  has  new  been 
reached  when  codes  of  practice  have  been  laid  down  for 
owners  and  workers  in  Food  Factories,  Shops,  Hotels,  Res- 
taurants, Cafes,  Canteens,  and  also  in  the  kitchens  of 
private  householders. 

The  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice 
cream  was  106  ; and  of  48  samples  taken  for  analysis  46 
proved  to  be  Grade  1*  one  - Grade  2;  and  one  Grade  3; 
which  shows  the  standard  of  purity  to  be  high. 

The  good  reports  on  samples  of  milk  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  laboratory  Service  for  examination,  also  point  to  a 
hl^  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  handling  of  this  commo- 
dity.

your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  having 
organized  ^talks^  on  "Clean  Pood"  and 
"Pood  without  Pear" , which  were  given  to  townspeople  inter- 
ested in  the  sale  and  preparation  of  foods. 

Public  ) The  Public  Health  Department  appear  to 

Relations ; ) be  the  strongest  link  in  the  "Public 

Relations"  chain;  in  the  past  those  who 
administered  and  worked  in  the  Health 
Departments  of  the  local,  county,  or  national  establish- 
ments, wei*e  the  pioneers  of  a sound  "Public  Relations" 
service . 

In  one  of  the  reports  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  we  read  - "In  this  era  of  social 
improvement,  the  early  pioneers  of  the  Health  Services  saw 
clearly  the  necessity  for  community  effort  in  the  campaign 
against  the  distress  caused  by  disease,  which  for  centuries 
had  burdened  the  lives  of  men  in  all  societies.  It  was 
realized  that  to  protect  the  individual  against  infection 
and  from  the  evils  of  insanitary  and  overcrowded  houses 
and  factories,  a new  and  wider  conception  of  medicine  was 
necessary,  whereby  its  principles  could  be  applied  to  meas- 
ures of  control  and  prevention  as  well  as  to  the  treatment 
of  established  disease. 

"Throughout  the  past  century  the  Public  Health  Serv- 
ices have  steadily  progressed  from  an  almost  entire  pre- 
occupation with  the  suppression  of  nuisances  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  sound  sanitation  to  the  larger  sphere  of  the 
personal  health  and  welfare  services." 

The  work  of  the  Health  Department  at  the  present  time 
falls  into  two  main  categories  - "The  Environmental  Health 
Services"  and  the  "Personal  Health  Services."  - 

Environmental  Services:-  These  services,  in  addition  to 

housing,  include  the  inspection 
and  remedying  of  defects  in  homes,  shops,  food  premises 
and  factories,  and  in' the  surrounding  environment,  which 
is  likely  to  be  a danger  and  hazard  to  health;  the  super- 
vision of  food  supplies,  the  mitigation  of  smoke  nuisance 
and  the  control  of  epidemic  disease;  the  giving  of  advice 
and  guidance  to  householders  and  the  owners  of  business 
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premises.  It  is  now  clearly  understood  that  both  histori- 
cally and  in  practice  the  public  health  services  rest  upon 
a sound  and  effective  basic  foundation  of  environmental 
hygiene,  and  the  members  of  the  staffs  of  the  public  health 
departments  must  always  maintain  a firm  grasp  of  the  en- 
vironmental needs  of  the  communities  with  whose  welfare 
they  are  concerned. 

Personal  Health  Services;-  To  again  quote  the  Chief  Medi- 
cal Officer,  he  states  - 

’’Despite  the  improvements  in  environmental  hygiene,  the 
vital  statistics  at  the  commencement  of  the  20th  century 

revealed  that  they  alone  were  not  enough. The  era 

of  personal  hygiene,  with  emphasis  ’on  the  person  rather 
than  the  premises’,  now  saw  its  beginnings  in  the  growth 
of  the  maternal  and  child-welfare  movement  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  school-health  service,  the  tuberculosis 
service  and  the  local  authority  clinics.  It  should  be 
remembered  that  each  of  these  developments  was  the  result 
of  disturbed  public  opinion 'and  the  acceptance  of  the  fact 
that  only  by  planned  and  organized  effort  could  improve- 
ments in  these  fields  be  attained,” 

This  section  now  includes  the  work  of  the  clinics  - 
maternal  and  child  welfare,  school,  dental,  tuberculosis, 
home  nursing,  the  care  of  old  people,  the  control  of  infec- 
tious diseases,  and  the  aftercare  of  the  deaf,  blind  and 
mentally  disturbed. 

It  is  throu^  this  personal  contact  with  the  public, 
which  is  such  an  integral  part  of  a public  health  depart- 
ment, that  a true  ’’Public  Relations”  Service  has  been  built 
up  and  is  being  maintained  by  the  present  day  Public  Health 
Departments  of  Local  Government. 

General:  In  making  a general  survey  of  the  year’s 

work,  I v/ould  say  that  the  health  of  the 
people  of  the  town  was  satisfactory  dur- 
ing the  twelve  months:  apart  from  the  cases  of  Poliomyeli- 
tis there  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  disease  and  no  food 
poisoning,  which  reflects  well  on  the  good  work  of  our 
Department . 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
of  expressing  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  my  appreciation  for  their  support  and 
encouragement  during  the  year. 
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My  thanks  are  also  due  to  all  members  of  the  local 
Public  Health  Department  for  the  loyal  and  efficient  way 
in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties;  to  my  col- 
leagues in  other  Departments;  to  the  Staffs  of  the  Kent 
County  Health  Services  and  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
Services  covering  the  Broadstalrs  and  St.  Peter *s  Urban 
District;  and  to  the  Medical  Practitioners  practising  in 
the  area,  for  their  willing  co-operation  and  assistance 
at  all  times  in  the  public  health  work  of  our  town.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OP  THE  AREA. 

The  Urban  District  of  Broadatairs  and  St.  Peters's  ia 
situated  in  the  centre  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet  coast  and  is 
surrounded  on  three  sides  by  the  North  Sea  and  the  English 
Channel.  The  town,  by  its  high  altitude,  dominates  the 
famous  seaboard  of  Thanet,  and  is  bounded  on  the  North  by 
the  Borough  of  Margate  and  on  the  South  by  the  Borough  of 
Ramsgate.  The  whole  front,  which  is  interspersed  with 
seven  she Itered  bays , faces  south-east.  The  climate  is 
bracing,  dry  and  equable. 

It  has  truly  been  written  that  - ’’the  town^s  peculiar 
position  on  the  edge  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  open  on  three 
sides  to  the  seas,  undoubtedly  gives  it  advantages  which 
cannot  be  found  elsewhere  within  the  kingdom;  standing  on 
hi^  chalk  cliffs,  on  rising  ground,  on  the  most  easterly 
point  in  England,  except  Lowestoft,  and  overltoking  a wide 
expanse  of  the  North  Sea,  Broads tairs  is  one  of  the  health- 
iest and  most  beautiful  places  round  the  E^lish  coast.” 
This  may  account  for  the  fact  that  some  20%  of  the  popula- 
tion are  retired  people. 

A large  percentage  of  the  inhabitants  may  be  described 
as  private  residents,  and  a good  proportion  of  these  are 
employed  in  the  hotels  and  boarding  and  apartment  houses 
during  the  summer  months,  or  engaged  in  occupations  con- 
nected with  the  stay  in  the  district  of  numerous  visitors. 
With  the  advent  of  the  visitors,  the  summer  population  may 
be  said  to  be  double  the  winter  population. 

Whilst  the  town  is  primarily  a holiday  resort  and  the 
principal  Industry  is  that  of  catering  for  the  needs  of 
the  visitors,  in  addition  to  the  Shops,  Education,  Enter- 
tainment and  Utility  Services  - (Schools,  Cinemas,  Halls, 
Electricity,  Gas,  Water,  Fire,  Transport,  Local  Government 
and  Postal  Services),  there  are  Factories,  Workshops  and 
Garages  in  the  Urban  District,  and  premises  in  a growing 
ll^t  industrial  area  situated  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
town,  which  provide  stable  employment  for  a section  of  the 
community  who  are  not  engaged  in  the  holiday  industry; 
these  include  premises  used  for  the  building  trade,  and 
for  the  development  of  light  industries. 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  Education  Authority 
for  the  Urban  District,  and  they  are  responsible  for  two 
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Technical  Schools,  one  County  Modern  School  and  five  County 
Primary  Schools  in  the  town. 

A proportion  of  the  inhabitants  are  employed  at  the 
Boarding  Schools',  large  Convalescent  Homes,  and  Holiday 
Homes,  of  which  there  are  several  in  the  area. 

The  farmers  and  nurserymen  in  the  Urban  District  and 
the  surrounding  neighbourhood  provide  employment  for  those 
interested  in  agricultural  pursuits. 

Quite  a few  of  the  residents  travel  daily  to  business 
in  the  City,  and  others  to  employment  in  the  ne labouring 
towns  of  Margate,  Ramsgate  and  Canterbury j and  also  to 
Richborough,  south  of  Ramsgate,  which  aroa  has  become  a 
busy  hire  of  industry  during  the  past  few  years. 

Social  Welfare  ; Elderly  People. 

Throughout  the  year  the  needs  of  the  old  people  con- 
tinued to  attract  attention,  and  whilst  much  good  work  is 
done  by  the  County  Council's  District  Officers,  Home  Nurses, 
Health  'Visitors  and  Domestic  Helpers,  the  voluntary  organi- 
zations make  a valuable  contribution  towards  the  social 
welfare  of  the  old  people  in  the  town. 

The  members  of  the  Broadstairs  Branch  of  the  Old  Age 
Pensioners  Federation  and  of  the  "Over  60"  Club,  together 
with  the  W.'V.S.,  continue  to  operate  their  "silent  service" 
for  the  ageing  and  the  aged  by  visiting  the  aged  sick,  dis- 
abled and  needy:  and  by  drawing  attention  to  the  social 
side  of  their  activities  to  those  who  are  "home  bound" 
through  shyness  or  loneliness.  Socials,  whist  drives, 
concerts  (each  Club  has  its  own  choir),  lectures,  outings, 
otc.  are  arranged  and  are  well  supported  by  the  members  of 
the  two  Clubs.  Sessions  are  also  arranged  for  those  inter- 
ested in  the  arts  and  handicrafts,  as  and  when  the  neod 
arises • 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  14/57  of  the  7th  October, 
1957  - "Local  Authority  Services  for  the  Chronic  Sick  and 
3hfirm"  - v/as  received.  The  Circular  deals  with  a survey, 
which  had  been  carried  out,  of  the  facilities  available  to 
the  chronic  sick,  particularly  the  aged  chronic  sick  and 
infirm;  and  covered  both  the  hospital  services  and  the 
services  provided  by  local  authorities  either  as  local 
health  authority  or  as  the  authority  respcmsible  for  the 
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residential  service  for  those  in  need  of  care  and  attenticn 
under  Part  III  of  the  National  Assistance  Act. 

The  Minister  had  also  communicated  with  the  Hospital 
Authorities,  and  enclosed  with  the  Circular  a copy  of  the 
memorandum  (H.M.  (57)86)  which  had  been  sent  to  the  Hospital 
Authorities.  Paragraph  2 of  the  Circular  reads  as  follows 

”Por  the  purpose  of  the  survey  the  definition  aet  out 
below  of  the  division  of  responsibility  between  the  hospi- 
tal authorities  and  local  authorities  under  Part  III  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act  was  adopted." 

In  the  Urban  District  the  County  Council,  as  the  local 
health  authority,  is  responsible  for  operating  the  follow- 
ing division,  as  set  out  in  the  Circular.  - 

"Welfare  Authorities. 

"Apart  from  the  active  elderly  person  who  is  in  need 
of  residential  care  and  who  is  clearly  the  responsibility 
of  the  welfare  authority,  the  Patterns  responsibility  also 
extends  to  the  following ;- 

"(i)  Care  of  the  otherwise  active  i*esident  in  a 
welfare  home  during  minor  Illnesses  which 
may  well  involve  a short  period  in  bed. 

"(ii)  Care  of  the  infirm  (Including  the  senile)  who 
may  need  help  in  dressing,  toilet,  etc.,  and 
may  need  to  live  on  the  ground  floor  because 
they  cannot  manage  stairs,  and  may  spend  part 
of  the  day  in  bed  (or  longer  periods  in  bad 
weather) . 

"(ill)  Care  of  those  elderly  persons  in  a welfai^ 

home  who  have  to  take  to  bed  and  are  not  ex- 
pected to  live  more  than  a few  weeks  (or  ex- 
ceptionally months)  and  who  would,  if  in 
their  own  homes,  stay  there  because  they  can- 
not benefit  from  treatment  or  nursing  care 
beyond  what  can  be  given  at  home , and  whose 
removal  to  hospital  away  from  their  familiar 
surroundings  and  attendants  would  be  felt  to 
be  Inhumane . 
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"All  tKese  are  persons  for  whom  any  neces- 
sary nursing  care  would  be  given  by  relatives, 
etc.,  with  the  help  or  advice  of  the  home  nurse 
if  they  were  living  in  their  own  homes.  In 
welfare  homes  that  care  should  be  given  by 
attendants,  assisted  or  advised  by  the  visiting 
home  nurse  in  the  small  welfare  home,  or  by  a 
small  staff  with  nursing  qualifications  or 
experience  in  the  larger  homes.  It  is  not  re- 
garded as  the  responsibility  of  the  welfare 
authority  to  give  prolonged  nursing  care  to 
the  bedfast  (except  those  in  (ill)},  nor  as 
desirable  that  separate  • inf irmary  v/ards  * 
should  be  created  In  large  homes  in  which 
patients  from  other  homes  are  concentrated." 

The  Hospital  Memorandum  (H.M.  (57)  86)  - "National 
Health  Service.  - Geriatric  Services  and  the  Care  of  the 
Chronic  Sick"  gives  a summary  of  the  contents,  as  follows :- 

" Summary . - This  memorandum  makes  known  to  hospital  author- 
ities the  principal  general  conclusions  derived 
from  the  recent  survey  of  services  provided  for  old  people 
and  the  chronic  sick  and  makes  some  suggestions  for  their 
Improvement.  It  defines  the  functions  of  the  different 
statutory  authorities  concerned  and  illustrates  the  neces- 
sity for  practical’co-operation  between  them.  Suggestions 
are  made  on  the  organization  of  hospital  services  for  out- 
patients and  in-patients. 

Social  Welfare  ; The  Deaf  and  Hard  of  Hearing. 

The  organization  of  the  "Mrlgold"  Club  by  the  Broad- 
stairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Branch  of  the  W.V.S.  was  fully  re- 
ported upon  in  my  1956  annual  report. 

The 'good  work  continued  throu^  1957,  and  the  members 
attending  the  Handicraft  Classes,  where  they  are  taught, 
and  do  basket  work,  felt  work,  knitting,  etc.  Increased  in 
number  during  the  year. 

This  Club  has  proved  to  be  a great  joy  and  help  to  the 
deaf  people,  and  has  done  much  and  added  greatly  to  the  hap- 
piness and  welfare  of  many  of  the  old  people  who  are  deaf 
or  have  become  hard  of  hearing.  People  of  all  ages  are 
catered  for,  and  by  meeting  each  other  at  these  weekly  ses- 
sions, new  interests  and  friendships  are  created  both  for 
the  old  and  young,  who  have  a greater  loneliness  in  life 
because  of  their  deafness.

Bacteriological,  pathological  and  biological  examina- 
tions were  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Preston  Hall,  British  Legion  Village.  Maidstone.  (Tele- 
phone - Maidstone  7262,  Extension  20),  These  Laboratories 
are  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  J,  H.  C.  Walker  - Telephone  - 
Maidstone  7239). 

The  chemical  examinations  were  carried  out  as  hitherto, 
by  the  County  Analyst  at  the  County  laboratory.  County  Hall, 
Maidstone.  (Telephone  - Maidstone  4321). 

Some  examinations  were  carried  out  at  the  Margate 
General  Hospital  Laboratory  by  Dr,  H.  Stemdale  and  his 
staff. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  responsible  authority 
for  the  provision  of  an  Ambulance  Service  through^^ut  the 
County. 

The  Ambulance  Station  at  Northdown  Road,  St.  Peter »s 
(Telephone  - Thanet  61461/2)  covers  the  whole  of  the  Thanet 
areaj  the  nearest  neighbouring  Stations  (according  to 
location  of  requirement)  are  Whit  stable,  Canterbury  and 
Deal. 


Radio-tele phony  equipment  is  Installed  at  the  Broad- 
stairs  Northdown  Station,  enabling  information  to  be  passed 
to  and  from  central  control  and  to  most  of  the  vehicles  in 
the  area.  This  makes  possible  the  quick  diversion  of  the 
ambulances  to  accidents  and  other  emergencies  and  can  save 
life  and  time. 

Requests  for  suitable  means  of  transport  for  persons 
suffering  from  illness  or  mental  defectiveness  or  expectant 
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or  nursing  mothers,  are  to  be  made  to  the  appropriate  ambu- 
lance station  and,  in  cases  other  than  accidents,  can  be 
accepted  only  from  medical  practitioners,  hospital  staffs 
and,  in  emergency,  midwives  and  nurses.  Rail  transport  is 
used  wherever  practicable  and  especially  when  long  journeys 
are  involved. 


Home  Nursing. 

This  service  is  provided  free  by  the  County  Council, 
and  except  in  case  of  emergency  and  accident,  patients  can 
only  be  attended  when  the  nurses  are  required  by  the  doctors 
to  do  so.  The  Home  Nurses  appointed  for  the  Urban  District 
are  -

Domestic  Help  Service. 

A Domestic  Help  Service  is  opei»ated  by  the  Kent  County 
Council  and  is  provided  for  households  where  such  help  is 
required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill, 
lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mental  defective,  aged,  or 
a child  not  over  compulsory  school  age.  The  service  pro- 
vided is  limited  to  the  performance  of  essential  domestic 
help;  and  the  demands  made  on  the  service  continue  to  in- 
crease . 

Elderly  people  retained  In  their  own  familiar  sur- 
roundings, with  a sense  of  being  still  actively  part  of 
the  community,  can  often  fend  for  themselves  if  given  a 
little  help.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  a good  home  nurs- 
ing service,  together  with  domestic  help  throu^  a home- 
help  scheme,  can  play  such  an  important  part  in  keeping 
the  aged  and  Infirm  out  of  hospital, 

Mrs.  M.  Heyes  is  the  appointed  Area  Organizer,  and 
she  has  an  office  provided  for  the  work  in  the  Margate 
Health  Department  building  at  No, 34,  Grosvenor  Place, 
Margate . 

Mrs.  Heyes  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  the  following 
Information  with  regard  to  the  work  done  in  the  Urban 
District  during  1957 , - 
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^Domeatlo  Help  Service: 

"At  present  the  average  ntmiber  of  cases  helped  in 
Broadstairs  each  week  is  50.  These  cases  receive  an  aver- 
age of  256  hours’  help  a week,  which  Is  undertaken  by- 
eleven  part-time  helpers. 

"Family  Help  Service; 

"This  Service  covers  cases  where  a mother  is  admitted 
to  hospital,  etc.,  and  there  are  two  or  more  children  in 
the  household.  Iz  has  been  found  better  to  retain  the 
children  In  their  own  homes  rather  than  place  them  with 
foster  parents  or  in  residential  nurseries.  It  has  also 
been  found  more  economical  than  boarding  the  children  out. 
Under  this  Service  the  care  of  the  children  is  ensured  from 
the  time  the  husband  leaves  for  work  until  his  return  home. 

"Child  Care  Service: 

"This  is  a service  to  assist  specified  ’problem  family* 
cases  and  is  an  entirely  free  service. 

"Special  Services  for  the  Aged  (70  years  of  age 

over)  ; 

"(a)  Evening  Service.  - Help  is  provided  during  the 

evening  to  ensure  that  those 
who  are  incapacitated  have  assistance  to  help  them  undress, 
fill  hot  water  bottles,  see  that  the  fire  is  safe  for  the 
night,  etc.:  these  duties  take  approximately  half  an  hour 
to  an  hour  -bo  perform  each  evening.  Including  Saturdays  and 
Sundays . 

"(b)  Klp^t  Service.  - This  SeDrvlce  is  brought  Into 

operation  in  cases  of  illness, 

where  a patient  cannot  be  left  alone,  and  is  provided  in  the 
first  Instance  for  a period  of  three  weeks  - from  10-  0 p.m. 
to  6-  0 a.m.  each  ni^t." 


Health  Visitors,  School  Nurse  and 
Infant  Life  Pro-tection  Officer. 


The  Co-unty  Council’s  Health  Visiting,  School  Nursing 
and  Infant  Life  Protection  Services  continued  to  be  carried 
out  by  Miss  E.  Brammer,  S.R.N.,  S.C.M.,  H. V. Cert  .R.S . I. . 
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Miwss  M.  H.  Allen,  S.R.H.,  S.C.M.,  H.  V.Cert  .R.S . I. , 
M.R.S.HV  continued  to  carry  out  the  Tuberculosis  Health 
Visiting  up  to  the  31st  October,  1957,  when  she  retired 
from  her  duties.  Miss  L.  Calsi,  S.R.H.,  S.C.M.,  H.V.Cert. 
R.S.I.  was  appointed  to  the  post  vacated  by  Miss  Allen 
and  commenced  her  duties  in  that  capacity  on  1st  November, 
1957. 


Midwifery  Service. 

Miss  E,  G.  Chapman,  S.C.M.,  and  Miss  M.  R.  Singleton, 
S.R.M.,  S.C.M,  continued  to  operate  the  County  Council's 
Midwifery  Service  in  the  Urban  District.

Homes  and  Schools. 

In  a holiday  resort  with  so  many  natural  advantages, 
sun,  sea  and  health  giving  air,  it  is  understandable  that 
various  Organizations  and  County  Councils  have  chosen 
Broadstairs  as  one  of  the  places  in  which  to  set  up  estab- 
lishments for  the  use  of  children  and  adults  from  Inland 
towns  and  districts*  thus  there  are  Homes  and  Schools  of 
varying  kinds  in  the  Urban  District,  and  the  following  is 
a brief  summary  of  these  establishments.  - 

Children's  Homes.  - 

There  are  a few  Children's  Homes,  some  privately 
owned  and  others  operated  by  the  County  Council:  there 
are  also  some  registered  Poster  Homes  in  the  district. 

Residential  Nursery.  - 

One  residential  Training  Nursery,  with  accommodation 
for  some  25  children,  is  administered  by  the  Church  of 
England  Children's  Society, 

Convalescent  Homes.  - 

There  are  five  Children's  Convalescent  Homes  with 
accommodation  for  some  450  children.  The  accommodation 
figure  of  600  given  in  previous  reports,  was  reduced  by 
150  during  the  year  when,  in  the  late  summer,  the  large 
premises  on  the  Eastern  Esplanade,  which  were  owned  and 
administered  by  the  ’’Sisters  of  the  Ch-urch”  (Church 
Extension  Society  (Incorporated)),  were  vacated.  The ^ 
children  and  staff  moved  to  smaller  premises  in  North 
Foreland  Road,  where  there  is  only  accommodation  for 
40-50  children. 
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31ier©  la  also  one  adult  Convalescent  Home  In  the 
Urban  District,  with  accommodation  for  50  men. 

Holiday  Homes.  - 

Thei^  are  ten  Holiday  Homes,  two  for  children,  four 
for  adults,  one  for  old  age  pensioners,  one  for  convales- 
cent patients  and  their  families,  one  for  disabled  people  - 
paralyzed,  spastics,  etc.,  and  an  L.C.C.  recuperative 
holiday  home.  Also  a section  of  the  L.C.C.  residential 
Home  for  old  people  (11  beds)  was  used  as  a Holiday  Home 
for  some  of  the  old  people  in  the  London  County  Council *s 
inland  Homes,  who  came  to  Broadstairs  for  a week^s  sea- 
side holiday  during  the  summer  months. 

Homes  for  Elderly  People  - National  Assistance 
Act,  Section  57.  - 

These  Homes  are  registe2?ed  by  the  County  Council  and 
come  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Residential  Services 
Department.  There  are  three  residential  Homes  for  elderly 
people,  one  administered  by  the  Kent  Council  of  Social 
Service,  with  accommodation  for  30  old  people;  on©  admin- 
istered by  the  London  County  Council,  with  accommodation 
for  40  residents,  in  addition  to  the  11  beds  used  for 
holiday  visitors;  and  one  administered  by  the  ” Sisters 
of  the  Church"  (Church  Extension  Society  (Incorporated)), 
which  has  accommodation  for  16  retired  elderly  Sisters. 

There  is  also  a small  number  of  premises,  the  pro- 
prietors of  which  undertake  to  look  after  elderly  people 
and  have  their  premises  registered  by  the  County  Council 
for  this  purpose*  a number  of  old  people  are  also  cared 
for  in  the  registered  l^ursing  Homes  when  rooms  are  avail- 
able . 


The  housing  of  old  people  is  a problem  in  many  parts, 
and  assistance  in  this  direction  has  been  given  by  the 
local  Council.  In  the  development  of  the  Northdown  Estate 
the  erection  of  47  small  bungalows  is  now  completed,  and 
a number  of  old  people,  and  people  living  alone,  have 
been  comfortably  and  satisfactorily  housed.  These  small 
bungalows  are  much  appreciated  by  the  occupants. 
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Nursing  Homes.  - Public  Health  Act,  1936, 

'Sections 'W  Vo'-jgiV  

The  powers  and  duties  for  the  registration  of  Nursing 
Homes  are  delegated  by  the  County  Council  (as  the  supervis- 
ing Authority)  to  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Inspections  of  the  registered  Homes  in  the  Urban  Dis- 
trict were  made  at  regular  intervals. 

The  Council  renewed  the  Exemption  Certificates  in  res- 
pect of  the  exemptions  granted  under  Section  192(1)  of  the 
Act,  in  relation  to  seven  establishments  in  the  Urban  Dis- 
trict .

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The  Dane  Court  Technical  School  for  Girls,  which  was 
commenced  in  1955,  was  completed  during  the  year  and  ready 
for  occupation  in  September,  1957,  when  the  pupils  re- 
turned to  school  after  the  summer  vacation. 

Building  operations  started  on  the  Dane  Court  Techni- 
cal School  for  Boys  during  1956,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it 
will  be  completed  early  in  1958. 

Each  of  these  schools  is  planned  to  accommodate  450 
pupils,  but  until  the  completion  of  the  Boys^  School,  both 
girls  and  boys  (at  the  end  of  the  year  numbering  245  and 
202  respectively)  are  accommodated  in  the  Girls*  School. 

Most  of  the  Boarding  Schools  are  provided  with  sana- 
toria in  which  scholars  suffering  from  infectious  diseases 
can  be  isolated.  As  far  as  is  known,  the  sanitary  arrange- 
ments in  connection  with  these  schools,  and  the  water  sup- 
ply, may  be  considered  to  be  satisfactory.  As  a rule  each 
school  has  its  own  Medical  Attendant,  who  not  only  treats 
the  pupils,  but  advises  the  principals  on  matters  of 
hygiene . 

The  County  Schools  are  under  the  control  of  the  Kent 
Education  Committee.  These  Schools  are  visited  from  time 
to  time,  when  it  Is  necessary  to  make  investigations  in 
relation  to  cases  of  infectious  diseases  occurring  among 
the  scholars.  The  sanitary  accommodation  and  water  sup- 
plies at  these  schools  were  maintained  in  a satisfactory 
condition  during  the  year. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  foregoing  that  at  the  end 
of  1957  approximately  3,631  children  were  attending  the 
31  schools  in  the  Urban  District;  1,966  of  this  number 
were  on  the  rolls  of  the  seven  County  Primary,  Modem  and 
Technical  Schools;  and  1,665  attended  the  24  Boarding 
and  Private  Schools  established  in  the  town.

In  March  and  May  the  body  of  a baby  was  fo-und  on  the 
foreshore  and  in  a public  convenience  respectively.  Fol- 
lowing an  inquest  in  each  case,  it  was  found  necessary  for 
the  Local  Authority  to  arrange  for  the  interment  of  the 
remains. 

In  September  an  application  for  financial  assistance 
was  received  with  regard  to  the  burial  of  a man  of  86  years 
of  age,  who  died  on  the  20th  September:  after  detailed 
enquiries  had  been  made,-  and  after  consultation  with  the 
Treasurer,  arrangements  were  made  for  the  burial  to  be  car- 
ried out  by  a local  Undertaker. 

In  December  an  application  was  received  for  financial 
assistance  with  regard  to  the  burial  of  a man  of  79  years 
of  age,  who  died  on  the  11th  December.  After  investigation 
and  consultation  with  the  Treasurer,  it  was  found  necessary 
for  the  Local  Authority  to  arrange  'che  burial. 

Public  Mortuary. 

The  Council *s  Mortuary  is  situated  in  the  Fire  Station 
Yard,  on  The  Broadway,  and  is  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

During  the  year  16  bodies  were  admitted  and  14  post 
mortem  examinations  were  held  by  H.  Stemdale  Esq.,  M.D..

SANITARY  GIRGTJMSTANCES  OP  THE 


Water. 

In  accordance’  with  the  Kent  ViJater  Act,  1955,  the 
Water  Undertaking  was  transferred  from  the  Urban  District 
Council  to  the  Thanet  Water  Board  on  1st  November,  1955, 
the  actual  operative  date  for  the  Act  being  1st  April, 
1956.  The  Council  appoint  two  of  the  nineteen  members  of 
the  Board, 

The  Thanet  Water  Board  comprises  the  undertakings  of 
Broads tairs,  Margate,  Ramsgate,  Sandwich  and  parts  of 
Bridge-Blean  and  Eastry  Rural  Districts. 

The  water  supply  for  the  Broadstairs  and  St,  Peter *s 
area  continues  to  be  obtained  from  the  Rumfields  Water 
Works,  which  are  situated  on  the  Western  side  of  the  Dis- 
trict, and  is  supplemented  as  and  vi/hen  necessary  by  water 
from  the  Board’s  other  sources  - Margate,  etc.. 

The  water  has  no  plumbo  solvent  action. 

The  supply  is  abundant,  pure  and  wholesome,  as  will 
be  noted  from  a perusal  of  the  results  of  examinations 
shown  in  the  following  table.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Main  drainage  is  provided  for  practically  the  whole 
of  the  district. 

One  hundred  and  thirteen  (113)  new,  and  three  old 
premises  were  connected  to  the  sewer  during  the  year; 
two  new  cesspools  were  made  and  connected  to  two  new 
houses,  and  three  old  cesspools  v»rere  abolished. 

New  sewers  v/ere  constructed  to  serve  properties  on 
three  new  estates  - Catherine  Way,  Harmsworth  Gardens  and 
Holm  Oak  Gardens . 

An  extension  was  made  of  the  Ranelagh  Grove  sewer. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  approximately  5,338 
premises  withW.C^s,  draining  into  the  main  drainage  sys- 
tem; and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  premises 
draining  into  cesspools  was  estimated  to  be  580,  this 
figure  being  arrived  at  by  a series  of  calculations  over 
the  year* . 

Arrangements  are  in  operation  whereby  the  Council 
undertake  the  emptying  of  cesspools,  the  cost  of  which  is 
borne  by  the  person  making  application  for  the  work  to  be 
done. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  cleansing  services  are  under  the  direction  of  the 
Engineer  and  S-urveyor;  these  services  Include  the  collec- 
tion and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse;  salvage; 
cleansing  of  streets;  the  supei*vislon  and  maintenance  of 
public  conveniences,  etc.. 
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Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse.  - 

In  1930  a combined  salvage  and  incineration  plant  was 
erected  for  dealing  with  the  house  refuse  in  the  Urban  Dis- 
trict, and  the  works  came  into  use  at  the  beginning  of 
December  of  that  year.  In  1934  the  Council  installed  a 
water  dust  trap  between  the  combustion  chamber  and  the 
chimney  shaft  to  obviate  any  nuisance  being  caused  by  the 
emission  of  dust  from  the  chimney. 

In  April,  1956,  general  works  of  repair  were  carried 
out  to  the  Internal  lining  of  the  destructor  chimney;  the 
dust  extractor  was  reconstructed;  and  the  Incinerator 
cells  relined. 

Dry  refuse  is  collected  by  petrol-  driven  motive  units 
and  disposed  of  by  salvage  and  incineration. 

A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  in  operation 
during  the  year,  and  during  the  sunaner  months  a bi-weekly 
collection  was  made  from  the  hotels  and  boarding  houses. 
Trade  and  garden  refuse  was  collected  as  and  when  required. 

Cinders  are  separated  from  the  refuse;  tins  and 
paper  are  salvaged  and  baled;  and  together  v/lth  iron, 
bones,  rags,  jam  jars  and  other  salvaged  materials,  are 
sold  economically  to  a contractor. 

An  electric  powered  paper  baler  was  purchased  and  put 
into  operation  in  April,  1956,  which  materially  assisted 
in  the  baling  of  waste  paper. 

The  total  amount  of  refuse  collected  and  disposed  of 
annually  is  approximately  4,900  tons, 

A scheme  for  the  payment  of  the  Council  employees 
engaged  in  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse,  of  an 
incentive  bonus  covering  all  salvaged  materials  was  pre- 
pared by  the  Council’s  Surveyor  and  brought  into  operation 
on  1st  December,  1955,  The  scheme  has  proved  to  be  a great 
success . 

In  the  financial  year  1957-58,  £1,792  was  received 
for  salvaged  materials,  which  is  some  £200  less  than  the 
amount  received  the  previous  year.  This  decrease  was 
principally  due  to  the  falling  prices  offered  for  salvaged 
materials . 
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Foulln/y  of  Footpaths  by  Dors. 

For  some  years  now  the  Council  have  received  com- 
plaints regarding  the  fouling  of  footpaths  hy  dogs,  and 
the  County  Council  made  a byelaw  on  the  ^Fouling  of  Foot- 
ways by  Dogs”  and  this  came  into  operation  on  the  1st 
March,  1956. 

The  local  Council  continued  to  display  posters  on 
Council  sites  during  the  year. 

However,  complaints  of  this  nature  are  still  received 
from  time  to  time:  during  the  year  the  Chairman  of  the 
Ratepayers’  and  Residents’  Association  made  a strong  appeal 
publicly  and  to  the  Council  - on  behalf  of  the  members  of 
the  Association,  asking  that  further  efforts  be  made  by  the 
Council  to  secure  an  abatement  of  the  nuisance. 

This  is  a most  difficult  problem  as  complalners  them- 
selves are  unwilling  to  be  drawn  into  any  action  which 
could  be  taken  under  the  appropriate  byelavi^s.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  work  carried  out  by  this  Authority  was  continued, 
as  in  previous  years,  on  the  lines  recommended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood. 

Free  treatment  is  given  at  private  dwelling-houses 
(except  in  cases  of  obvious  neglect),  and  business  prem- 
ises are  charged  according  to  the  extent  of  the  infesta- 
tion and  the  time  spent  on  it.  This  service  is  widely 
known  in  the  district,  and  full  advantage  is  taken  of  it 
by  householders  and  traders. 

During  routine  Inspections  in  the  Urban  District  care 
ful  observations  are  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
of  any  known  or  likely  sources  of  infestation,  so  that  in 
the  event  of  any  sporadic  outbreaks,  prompt  measures  can 
be  taken  to  deal  with  any  infestations  that  may  occur,  and 
special  attention  is  paid  to  the  Council *s  refuse  tips. 

All  complaints  received  during  the  year  were  of  a minor 
natiupe . 

As  the  appointed  representatives  on  the  Kent  No.  1 
Workable  Area  Committee  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and 
Mice,  Councillor  E,  Valsler  and  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  attended  a meeting  of  the  Committee  on  the  24th 
July  at  Herne  Bay.  The  April  meeting  was  postponed  owing 
to  petrol  restrictions  which  were  then  in  force. 

Testing  of  Sewers. 

The  Annual  10^  test  baiting  of  the  Council *s  sewer- 
age system  was  carried  out  during  April  and  May,  1957. 
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Twenty-seven  manholes  were  tested  and  no  ’’takes”  were  re- 
corded: the  conclusion  to  be  drawn  from  this  testing  is, 
that  there  are  few,  if  any,  rats  in  the  Council's  sewers.

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.

Riding  Establishments  Act,  1959. 

This  Act  is  designed  to  prevent  horses  from  Riding 
Establishments  being  worked  whilst  in  an  unfit  condition. 
Inspections  were  made  during  the  year  at  the  four  Riding 
Establishments  in  the  district,  but  no  action  was  neces- 
sary under  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 


Heating  Appliances  (Fireguards)  Act,  1952. 

This  Act,  together  with  Regulations  made  there\inder, 
prohibits  the  sale  or  letting  of  unguarded  electric  fires, 
gas  fires  and  oil  heaters.  The  Regulations  exempted  until 
the  1st  October,  1954,  certain  appliances  which  were  manu- 
factured before  the  date  of  the  operation  of  the  Regula- 
tions. 


Routine  visits  were  made  during  the  year  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Act:  generally,  the  manufacturers  of  appli- 
ances incorporate  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations  in 
their  methods  of  manufacture.  No  contravention  of  the  Act 
was  observed. 
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Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

Certain  provisions  of  this  Act  came  into  force  on 
31st  December,  1956,  and  it  was  expected  that  further 
Regulations  dealing  with  the  remaining  provisions  of  the 
Act  would  be  presented  to  Parliament  early  in  1958. 

The  authorities  who  are  local  authorities  for  public 
health  purposes  become  the  local  authorities  under  the 
Clean  Air  Act,  and  their  functions  are  in  consequence  ex- 
tended. 


Dealer  in  Old  Metal  and  Marine  Store  Dealer.  - 

Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act.  1907. 

One  application  for  registration  as  a Dealer  in  Old 
Metal  and  Ivlarlne  Store  Dealer  was  received  and  a licence 
granted  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act. 


Portuguese  Men  O'  War. 

On  the  26th  September  a v/arnlng  was  received  from  the 
Police  regarding  the  presence  of  ’’Portuguese  Men  O'  War” 
jelly  fish  at  Margate,  and  their  probable  appearance  on 
the  beaches  at  Broadstairs. 

Warning  posters  were  ordered  and  arrangements  made 
for  their  siting  at  the  entrances  to  all  the  bays. 

On  the  28th  September  the  Coastguard  at  Klngsgate 
reported  the  finding  of  two  of  these  jelly  fish  on  the 
beach  there,  and  the  above  mentioned  warning  action  was 
put  into  operation  immediately.  No  further  specimens 
have  been  reported  in  the  area.

Nineteen  premises  were  registered  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  16  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  for  the  pre- 
paration or  manufacture  of  sausages,  or  potted,  pressed, 
pickled  or  preserved  foods. 

During  the  period  under  review  648  visits  were  made 
hy  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  food  preparing  premises, 
Including  39  cafes  and  restaurants.  Excluding  bakehouses, 
there  are  only  two  small  food  factories  in  the  Urban  Dist- 
rict . 


Improvements  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  a 
gradual  raising  of  the  standard  of  hygienic  conditions  is 
taking  place.

Food  Campaip:n  : Food  Hyf^iene  Re/3:ulations , 1955 

Steady  progress  continued  to  be  made  in  enforcing 
the  requirements  of  these  Regulations,  which  came  into 
force  during  1956. 

Sixty-one  (61)  premises  were  inspected  in  relation 
to  the  items  specified  in  the  Regulations,  and  details 
recorded.  In  some  cases  verbal  intimations  were  all  that 
was  required  to  draw  attention  to  Infringements  which 
must  cease  or  Improvements  which  must  be  effected.  In  all 
other  cases  no  action  was  necessary. 


On  the  10th  January  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
addressed  the  members  of  the  Broadstairs  Hotel  and  Board- 
ing House  Association  at  a meeting  held  in  York  Gate  Hall, 
the  subject  being  - ’’The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955. 

As  the  subject  of  ’'Clean  Food’*  is  a public  health 
matter  of  primary  importance  which  concerns  every  member 
of  the  community,  particularly  in  a holiday  town  which 
caters  for  thousands  of  visitors  in  the  summer  season, 
further  publicity  was  given  to  the  subject,  and  instruc- 
tional posters  dealing  with  food  hygiene  were  mounted  on 
wallboard  and  issued  to  food  premises  where  the  most  food 


68. 


handlers  were  employed;  the  posters  were  changed  from 
time  to  time  to  keep  interest  from  flagging. 

On  the  22nd  March,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
organized  another  ”Clean  Food”  event,  the  arrangements 
being  made  through  the  Broadstairs  Hotel  and  Boarding 
House  Association,  whose  members  were  keenly  Interested. 
This  was  in  the  form  of  a technicolour  talkie  film  deal- 
ing with  the  combat  of  cross  infection  in  catering  hygiene 
entitled  - ”Pood  without  Pear,”  and  was  accompanied  by  a 
talk  given  by  A.  H,  Walters  Esq.,  Chief  Bacteriologist  of 
Deosan  Ltd.,  which  was  followed  by  questions  from  the 
audience  and  an  interesting  discussion.  The  show  was  at- 
tended by  persons  interested  in  catering  problems. 

In  seaside  holiday  resorts  such  as  this  there  must, 
of  necessity  be  a continual  repetition  of  publicity  on 
these  matters,  as  hotels,  boarding  houses,  cafes  and  food 
shops  have  many  changes  in  personnel  owing  to  seasonal 
demand.

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The  final  number  of  infectious  disease  notification 
certificates  received,  after  correction  (521),  was  higher 
than  the  figure  for  1956  (350)  This  increase  was  mainly 
due  to  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles  (253)  as  against 
the  previous  year*s  figure  of  25  5 and  the  number  of  Vi/hoop- 
ing  Cough  cases  (74)  as  against  51,  Unfortimately  there 
was  also  an  increase  in  the  figure  for  Poliomyelitis,  17 
as  against  2 in  the  previous  year.

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Particulars  of  Notifications: - 


Scarlet  Fever;  No  notifications  were  received  during  the 

first  quarter  of  the  year. 

In  the  second  quarter  five  notifications  were  re- 
ceived, the  first  helng  at  the  heginning  of  May,  a child 
of  school  age  in  a Convalescent  Home;  on  the  27th  May  a 
child  under  school  age  and  a school  child,  both  in  the 
same  family;  then  on  the  11th  June  a school  boy  visitor; 
and  on  the  2nd  July  a local  school  girl. 

During  the  third  quarter  three  cases  were  notified, 
two  school  children  in  different  families,  and  one  school 
girl  in  a Holiday  Home. 

Only  one  case  was  notified  in  the  December  quarter, 
a business  girl  of  17  years  of  age. 

Seven  of  the  patients  were  removed  to  the  Haine  Hos- 
pital for  isolation  and  treatment  and  two  were  satisfac- 
torily isolated  and  nursed  at  home. 

The  four  local  school  children  attended  four  differ- 
ent schools,  the  two  girls  - Charles  Dickens  School  and 
St,  Mildred's  Infants'  School  respectively,  and  the  two 
boys  - one  attended  St,  Gregory's  School  at  Margate,  and 
the  other  St,  Peter's  Boys'  School, 


Whooping  Coujiih:  The  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough 

was  slightly  higher  than  in  1956  - 74  as 
against  62.  During  the  first  quarter  52  cases  were  noti- 
fied; 17  in  the  second  quarter;  4 in  the  third;  and  one 
in  the  last  three  months  of  the  year.  Porty-two  of  the 
patients  were  under  school  age,  29  were  school  children; 
and  three  were  adults.  Two  patients  from  two  Convalescent 
Homes  and  one  from  a private  family  ¥/ere  removed  to  the 
Haine  Hospital  for  treatment;  and  a patient  in  a Boarding 
School  was  taken  home  by  car. 


Measles;  During  1957  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles 

notified  (253)  was  very  much  higher  than 
the  1956  figure  of  25,  the  previous  low  figure  being  15  in 
1954, 
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Of  the  253  cases  notified,  215  occurred  in  151  fami- 
lies (18  of  these  being  visitors  on  holiday  in  the  town) ; 
31  in  four  Convalescent  Homes;  and  seven  in  three  Board- 
ing Schools;  involving  99  children  under  school  age,  150 
school  children,  and  four  adults.  Thirty-six  of  the 
patients  were  removed  to  the  Halne  Hospital  for  treatment 
30  from  the  four  Convalescent  Homes,  five  from  five  fami- 
lies, and  one  from  a Boarding  School. 


Poliomyelitis : Unfortunately  there  was  an  increase  in 

the  figure  for  Poliomyelitis  - 17,  (14 
paralytic  and  3 non-paralytic) , as  against  2 in  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  first  case  occurred  in  the  first  quarter, 
February,  a boy  of  lOf  years,  who  attended  school  in 
Ramsgate;  this  was  a non-paralytic  case. 

No  more  cases  were  notified  until  the  beginning  of 
August,  when  between  the  10th  and  the  30th  six  cases  were 
notified  - all  paralytic.  The  first  was  a baby  girl  of 
li  years;  the  second  a boy  of  9;  the  third  a boy  of  15J-; 
the  fourth  a man  of  38;  the  fifth  a woman  of  27;  and 
the  sixth  a girl  of  8 years,  a visitor  who  was  not  well 
on  arrival  in  Broadstairs  and  had  obviously  contracted 
the  disease  before  leaving  home. 

Prom  the  1st  to  the  17th  September  five  cases  were 
notified,  four  paralytic  and  one  non-paralytic:  the  first 
of  these  was  a young  man  of  18  years,  who  was  a visitor 
who  arrived  in  Broadstairs  on  31st  August  and  was  notified 
on  the  3rd  September  as  a case  of  non-paralytic  poliomyel- 
itis: again  it  seemed  probable  that  he  contracted  the 

disease  before  arrival  in  Broadstairs.  The  second  was  a 
girl  of  lO-g-  years;  the  third  was  a man  of  38  years;  the 
fourth  a girl  of  7;  and  the  fifth  a man  of  37  years. 

No  cases  occurred  in  October;  then  from  the  19th 
November  to  the  9th  December  five  more  cases  were  notified 
four  paralytic  and  one  non-paralytic.  The  first  of  this 
series  was  a girl  of  9 years  in  a Boarding  School,  who 
commenced  to  be  ill  the  day  after  she  returned  to  school 
after  the  half-term  holiday.  Then  three  cases  in  one 
family  - first  a child  of  3 years,  then  the  Father  and 
Mother  - the  Mother  was  non-paralytic.  The  fifth  case 
was  a boy  of  six  years. 
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All  the  patients  were  removed  to  the  Haine  Hospital 
for  treatment,  the  last  case  of  the  year  being  discharged 
from  Hospital  on  the  17th  January,  1958,

Meningococcal  Infection;  This  case  was  a school  girl  of 

six  years  of  age,  who  was  noti- 
fied as  suffering  from  Cerebrospinal  Fever  in  March:  she 
was  removed  to  the  Maine  Hospital  for  treatment. 


Dysentery  (Salmonella) : This  patient  was  a little  girl 

of  5^  years  who  was  nursed  at 
home.  The  source  of  infection  could  not  be  traced. 


Pneumonia:  The  12  Pneumonia  cases  were  in 

respect  of  one  baby  girl  of  one 
month;  two  brothers  aged  2 and  4 years  respectively;  two 
school  girls  of  6 and  10  years  respectively;  and  four 
women  and  three  men  between  the  ages  of  39  and  85  years. 
One  man  of  39  years  of  age  was  removed  to  Hospital  and 
unfortunately  died  there.  One  woman  was  also  removed  to 
Hospital. 

In  addition  to  the  above  figures  there  were  also  six 
cases  which  came  to  notice  through  the  Death  Returns  but 
had  not  been  notified.

Chickenpox:  In  accordance  with  the  Order 

made  by  the  Urban  District  Coun- 
cil in  the  year  1923,  Chickenpox  is  still  a notifiable 
disease  in  the  Urban  District,  and  during  the  year  151 
cases  were  notified  - 37  in  28  families,  54  in  five  Board- 
ing Schools,  52  in  four  Convalescent  Homes,  and  eight  in 
two  Holiday  Homes.  Thirty-five  children  under  school  age, 
112  school  children  arid  four  adults  were  involved.  Five 
of  the  patients  were  visitors  to  the  town.  Sixty-one 
patients  were  removed  to  the  Maine  Hospital,  51  from  four 
Convalescent  Homes,  3 from  three  families,  and  seven  from 
two  Holiday  Homes. 
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Malaria;  This  patient  was  a school  girl  of  eight  years 

of  age,  v/ho  had  contracted  the  Malaria  abroad 
She  was  removed  to  Haine  Hospital  for  treatment,

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TUBERCULOSIS. 

Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  ; Care  and  Aftercare. 

A scheme  Is  operated  jointly  hy  the  Kent  County  Coun- 
cil and  the  local  Aftercare  Committee,  for  the  provision 
of  care  and  aftercare  of  patients  suffering  from  Tubercu- 
losis; through  this  scheme  arrangements  are  made,  where 
necessary,  for  assistance  to  be  rendered  In  various  ways  - 
the  provision  of  shelters;  extra  nourishment;  nursing 
requisites;  beds;  bedding;  clothing;  etc.. 

Home  visiting  Is  carried  out  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Health  Visitor  for  the  area,  who  gives  suitable  advice  to 
the  patients. 

Where  there  Is  need  help  Is  given  In  solving  housing, 
problems  and  assisting  with  removal  expenses;  the  admis- 
sion of  patients  to  Holiday  Homes  Is  arranged;  and 
materials  are  provided  for  recreational  therapy. 

When  the  Chest  Physician  considers  patients  are  fit 
for  work,  they  are  referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour  for 
entry  of  their  names  on  the  Disablement  Register. 

Disinfection  of  Sputum  Flasks. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Health  Committee  In  June,  It  was 
decided,  on  the  recommeniatlon  of  the  Chest  Physician,  to 
obtain  a supply  of  ’’Mlltherex”  for  the  use  of  patients 
suffering  from  phthisis,  who  were  advised  at  the  Chest 
Clinic  that  they  had  Infected  sputum  and  should  use  a 
flask.  A supply  of  ’’Mlltherex”  was  obtained  and  the 
scheme  put  Into  operation,

Duirlng  the  year  hospital  and  sanatorium  treatment  for 
varying  periods  of  time,  according  to  the  severity  of  the 
Illness,  was  made  available  for  seven  Broadstalrs  patients 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis  (6  pulmonary  and  one  non- 
pulmonary) .

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis 

Regulations.  1925;  arid  Public  Health 

Act,  1956  Section  172. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  the  Public. 
Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  nor 
under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 
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Non>- Notifiable  Diseases  : Cancer. 

A circular  letter  dated  10th  December  was  received 
from  the  County  Medical  Officer,  whlcYi  reads  as  follows 

’'The  County  Council  at  its  meeting  on  the  20th 
November,  1957,  considered  a circular  Issued  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  on  smoking  and  cancer  of 
the  lung.  The  Council  would  desire  to  enlist 
the  aid  of  District  Councils  for  the  display  of 
posters  in  public  premises,  designed  to  inform 
the  public  that  there  is  an  established  connec- 
tion between  smoking  and  lung  cancer." 

"The  poster  which  appears  most  suitable  for  the 
purpose  is  one  worded  as  follows 

"'TO  ALL  SMOKERS 


m There  are  now  the  strongest  reasons 
to  believe  that  smokers  - particularly 
of  cigarettes  - run  a greater  risk  of 
lung  cancer  than  non-smokers.  The  more 
cigarettes  smoked  the  greater  the  risk.'" 

The  Council  decided  to  display  these  posters  on  suitable 
sites  throughout  the  town. 

The  number  of  deaths  shown  by  the  Registrar-General 
for  the  Urban  District  during  1957  was  - 8 Males  and  1 
Female,  whose  deaths  were  due  to  'Malignant  Neoplasm, 
Lung , Bronchus • ' 


Disinfection. 

The  disinfection  of  bedding  and  clothing  is  done  by 
the  Bacterol  process  of  vapourization,  and  is  carried  out 
at  the  Council' s Disinfecting  Station.  Infected  bedding 
and  clothing  is  removed  in  a special  van  before  disinfec- 
tion of  premises  is  carried  out.  The  follov/ing  are  the 
particulars  of  disinfection  done  during  the  year:-

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis. 

For  the  past  25  years  attempts  have  been  made  to  pro- 
duce a vaccine  which  might  give  some  protection  against 
poliomyelitis  or  at  least  prevent  the  development  of  para- 
lysis due  to  infection  with  the  virus. 

In  1956  a scheme  for  the  vaccination  of  children  in 
certain  age  groups  was  put  into  operation  in  the  County  of 
Kent,  and  the  first  batch  of  children,  whose  parents  had 
signed  the  consent  forms,  were  vaccinated. 

In  1957  the  parents  of  all  children  born  between  the 
1st  January,  1947  and  the  31st  December,  1956,  were  invited 
to  register  their  children  for  vaccination  if  they  had  not 
already  done  so.

This  Circular  headed  - "Charges 
for  Dustbins"  invited  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Council  to  the  Local 
Authorities  (Charges  for  Dust- 
bins) Order,  1957  (S. I. 1957  No. 
304)  which  had  been  laid  before 
Parliament  and  came  into  opera- 
tion on  the  1st  April,  1957.  The  Order  increased  from 
five  shillings  to  seven  shillings  and  sixpence  the  maximimi 
annual  charges  which  local  authorities  may  make  in  respect 
of  dustbins  provided  by  them  under  Section  75  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  or  under  local  Acts.
